a. General: 



(1) The morale of Berlin remains remarkably good despite the 
continued isolation of the city and lack of progress toward unification. 
Progress has been made during the past year on reconstruction projects and 
economle developments of the VIestem sectors, sustaining local proof of the 
marked superiority of Western living standards over those of the East, In 
the face of Khrushohav's ’‘free city” drive, morale in Berlin has remained ca- 
lm and steadfast and only minor signs of une,asiness have appeared, THs was 
xmderscored by the December 1958 elections whch produced an ovendielaiing 
victory for the SPD and CDU, while right and left extremists were virtually 
eliminated form the political scene and by the magnificent volunteer turn 



out on Kay Day 196O.

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(2) The cuirent period of international maneuvor and negoti- 
ation in an atmosphere of uncertainty as to the solution of the Berlin 
problem Ins not noticeably interrupted the strilcing economic progress in 
the city. The U.S. stand in defense of West Berlin and political support 
from We Si Germany have helped neutralize the impact of Soviet demands. 

Solid mr jorities in West Gemaiij^ and in West Berlin eKpoct the U.S. to 
stand fijrm in support of its rights. If, however, the situation should 
resolvo itself to a choice between accepting DIE control of access to West 
Berlin or risking a i?or, the West Berliners would wish to take ths risk. 

Even +hcn, a third of them would prefer to accept DDR controls. 

(3) While Western policy stands on Berlin have been noted 
with satisfaction, there continue to be widespread discussion of: 

(a) Western capabilities to resist 'such a move. 

(b) Reunification, disarmament and other basic problems 
related to the Berlin crisis. Soviet Zone Germans continue to visit West 
Berlin exhibitions in hardly diminished numbers while East Zone attendence 
at the Anerik Haus has actually increased. 

b, EnenQf Elements; 

(1) See Inclosure 1. 

(2) Soviet ej^ansicn in Europe be Ween 1945 and 1948 created 
a captive empire of satellite nations which now serves as a buffer between 
the l^SR and the Western World. The weak link in this chain, from the 
Soviet point of view, is Germany, specifically BERLI N . 

(a) The existence of West Berlin as a symbol of free- 
dom behind the "Iron Curtain" represents a grave threat to Soviet intent- 
ions, and provides an unwelcome standard of comparison iri.th "Socialist" 
way of life. Furthermore, West Berlin is an effective bo.se for intelligence 
and informtion operations directed against the Soviet bloc. Finally, 

West Berlin offers a cenvenient escape route for thousands of East German refu- 
gees each month. For this raason, the Soviet Union v;ill continue its 
efforts to change the status cf Berlin and to force Allied recognition 
of East Germany as a sove’rign nation. 

(b) It Is not likely that the Soviet Union will risk 
the all-out war that would follow the use of armed forces against the 
Allied Garrison. It is more probable that the communists will resort 

to subversion threats, harassment, and civil disturbances in order to 
force the Allies out of Berlin. 

(c) In order to achieve their purpose the Soviets must 
undermine the desire of the West Berliners to remain free and to x-esist 
communism. At the present time the Soviet Union is waging an intensive 
propaganda campaign to negate the political, eocnomic and .moral support 
given Berlin by the Federal Republic of Germany, the United States, England, 
and France. 

c. Friendly Elemonts ; 

(1) Commander-in-CLief , US iXE^ Europe, has directed Commanding 
General, Berlin Command to plan and conduct Cold War activities in accord- 
ance with the guidance outlined herein. In addition to the assigned forces, 
Department of the Army and CIKCUS:iiiEUR have lodger uni.ts in Berlin, indi- 
cated in task organization, whose facilities and personnel are available 

to support Cold Vlar activities in Berlin, 

(2) Commander-in-Ghief , United States Air Force, Ekirope, has 
directed the Commander, 7350th Support Squadron, as Senior USAFE Cold War 
Representative in Berlin, to plan and conduct Cold War activities in 
accordance with guidance herein, 
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(3) The United States Mission Berlin, supports US national 
objectives toward Germany and Berlin under direction of the Department of 
State.

1. (C) BACKGROUND ! 

a. Soviet imperialist expansion in Europe (1945 - 1948) resulted 
in the creation of a captive east-European satellite empire which servos 
both as a buffer between the USSR and Swope and as a source or raw mater- 
ial and markets for the rapidly developing Soviet economic base, ' 

b. With the communist seiaure of Czechoslavakia in 1948 » the 
Soviet position was clearly solidified in Eastern Europe except for West 
Berlin, the historical capital of Germany, To realize how important West 
Berlin 'has become to the Soviet's consolidation in Europe, one has but to 
look at the extreme risks taken by them in blockading the city in 1948. 

c. The Berlin airlift of 1948 - 1949 and the positive action 
of the US in KOREA in 1950 proved to the Soviet Union that overt aggres- 
sion was not a profitable means cf political expansion. Resorting then 

to infiltration, subv'ersion and jingoism, tho Soviet e have maintained their 
threats to Free World Security by continuing Cold V/ar pursuits. 

2. (C) THE BERLIN SITUATION TODAY ; 

a. Berlin is essential to the Soviets in consolidating their 
European empire. This is due in part to the city's historical significance, 
its position as a cultural centei* in Europe, and its strategic location 

for commercial and industrial enterprises. But of equal importance are 
the disadvantages the city provides the USSR in the way of refuting anti- 
capitalist pro}>aganda, aiding the defection of large numbers of persons 
from the Soviet Bloc, and serving as a base for Allied intelligence and 
Information activities. 

b. In this cold i/ar over Berlin, the Vtest Berlin population 
of 2.2 million has become beth a prize cf i.he struggle and an instrument 

in that strugglo. The people hat'e corns to realize that aims more closely 
parallel their ovm Lhat do tho Soviet's. The population then, represents 
the most critical issue. 

c. West Eer3.iners value the following issues very highly, though 
not necessarily in tho order listed: 

(1) Free Business Enterprise 

(2) Freedom of Religion 

(3) Elective Government which is somewhat paternalistic 

(4) Sanctity of the Home, Marriage, and German mores 

(5) Close ties with the Federal Republic 

(6) Re-unification of Germany. 
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d. Hone of the Soviet end East German maneuvers have to date 
been able to shake the W--st Berlin population. Those moves have been (l) 
anti-western propaganda (2) horassaant of A3 lied land and air access to 

;/ost Berlin and (3) threats of a separate Soviet - East German peace treaty. 

e. The US Forces in W<st Berlin have established excellent 
rapport ’.jith the population as is evidenced by nxuaerous marriages of 
Americans to Germans, the iaclusijn of each nationality in the other's social 
functions, a favorable press aixd the noticeable influence of each on the 
other's culture. This effect has been acquired without a concentrated 

or coordinated effort. 

3. (S) TM?F.T,TJGF.^C5 SIMURY : 

a. The Soviet goal in the "Gold War” is to threaten the security 
of the Free World .•through political, economic, psychological and diplomatic 
maneuvers. These inoneuvers are carefully calculated to prevent their 
assuming sufficient importance to cause a war. Having created a situation 
for the Free World which cannot be met with effective military response, 
the Soviets are able to make demands of a pcU'tical nature to which the 
West is obliged to respond. 

b. The immediate intentions of the Soviets with respect to these 
political demands are; 

(1) To challenge, threaten, •yealcen and, eventually, usurp 
the Allies' rights in West Berlin.

1. (U) MILITARY CKOORAPHY: 

a. SIEINSTUCKEN (UU727063) is located 0.7 miles outside the SW corner of 
the American Sector of Berlin (UU730062). Approximately 2500 square meters in area, 
this US exclave is an integral part and under the administrative jurisdiction of 
Zehlendorf, West Berlin. 

b. STEINSTUCKEN is located within the Soviet Zone of East Germany. The 
exclave has rw West German Police stationed within tl.e area, and the only repre- 
.'jentatlve of authority is Friedrich REICHOV/, Amtslelter (Burgess) frcmi District 
Zehlendorf, who resides at I4d Teltower Strasse. His office is located at 12 
Bc-rnhard-Beyer Strasse (ace Appendix I). The Amtslelter has direct telephone 
communication with W/Berlin (Tp 30-54-56). 

(1) Throe (3) principle means of access available to STEINSTUCKEN: 

(a) A single-lane, hard-surface dirt road, 15 feet wide, from 
KOHLHASEKBfWCK (UU738070) to the exclave, a distance of 0.7 miles through the 
Soviet Zone of East Germany. This road may be considered all-weather and could 
accomodate tanks and trucks. 

(b) A single-track railroad line carries an average of four (4) 
express and four (4) freight trains every 24 hours, to and from Berlin. There are 
no S-Bahn or RR Stations within the e.xolave. 

(o) Helicopters could land in a cleared area (sports -ground) 
(UU727063)» but would have to traverse 600 yards over the Soviet Zone, East Germany. 

(2) Practically all the approaches from the Soviet Zone to STEIN- 
STUCKEN are open. The only exceptions are property fences, a two (2) meter high 
wooden fence, constructed by the Soviets in 19 ^ 3 > N of Teltower Strasse, and a VoPo 
Guard stationed at Rote (Red) RR Bridge (UU729D65). 

c. Topography : The terrain of STEINSTUCKEtJ may be considered flat to 

gently rolling, wooded and built-up. The araa surrounding the exclave is flat to 
gently rolling, heavily wooded, and thickly populated, (see Appendix I, Terrain 
Study). 

(1) The access raad connecting the exclave to West Berlin is approxi- 
mately 15 feet wide, and can generally be described as an all-weather, single-lane 
dirt ruad. Heavy foliage overhangs both sides of the road, affording good conceal- 
ment from the air. Current surveys Indicate excellent drainage along this route. 

(2) This access road is .the only route authorized from West Berlin. 

It leaves W/feerlln's District Zehlendorf at KOHLHASENBRUCK (UU738070) 

d. Natural Resources : STEINSTIICKEN has no natural resources, with the 

exception of some truck farming. Economically the population of 17O residents is 
entirely dependent on West Berlin. There Is only one (1) food store in the exclave 
and it receives Its supplies (including bread and milk) from W/Borlin. Many resi- 
dents do their shopping in W/Bcrlin, 

(1) Workmen and delivery personnel must obtain special permission to 
enter the Soviet Zone from the EG authorities. However, in most cases this per- 
mission is granted. Postmen, fire-brigades and ambulances pass without difficulty. 

2. (C) TOLITICAL AND BCOKCMICAL; 

a. The last major incident Involving STEIN5IUCKEN was on 7 August 1958 j 
when personnel of the 15th Border Security Police Company (DREWITZ/WEST) , Illegally 
entered the exclave, and over the protest of the residents, searched and removed 
from the area an alleged defectqr from East Germany. 

b. During i960 the East German Government periodically maintained that 
STEINSTUCKEN was not an integral part of West Berlin, but is part of KREIS, POTSDAM, 
East Germany. 
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3. (3) ORDER OF BATTLE: 

a. In the Immediate vicinity of STEIKSTUCKEN are three (3) nimibered Border 

Security Police Companies; the 13th BSP (UU708O79 )j the l4th BSP (UU70^063), the * 

15th BSP (UU7390^8), and a training company located with the 15th BSP at DREWIT2. 

The estimated total strength of these units is 280/300 officers and men. They could 
be combat ready within thirty (30) minutes from the time they receive the alert.

a. General 

(1) Soviet expansion in Europe between 1945 
and 1948 created a captive empire of satellite nations which now 
serves both as a buffer between the USSR and Western Europe, and 
as a source of raw materials and markets for the rapidly develop- 
ing Soviet economic base. With the communist seizure of Czech- 
oslovakia in 1948^ the Soviet position in Eastern Europe was al- 
most completely solidified; only the Soviet^ occupied zone of Ger- 
many remained -- with Berlin a thorn in its heart. The Soviets 
then demonstrated the importance they attached to the Berlin situ- 
ation by blockading the city from 1948 to 1949, However, the Al- 
lied airlift in support of Berlin, and the positive action of the 
United States in Korea in 1950, proved to the Soviet Union that 
overt aggression was not a profitable means of political expansion. 

(2) Berlin is essential to the Soviets In consol- 
idating their European empire. This is due in part to the city's 
historical significance, its position as a cultural center in Europe, 
and its strategic location for commercial and industrial enter- 
prises. But there are three more tangible reasons. First, the 
existence of West Berlin as a symbol of freedom behind the Iron 
Curtain provides an unwelcome standard of comparison for the 
communist propaganda claims and way of life. Second, West Ber- 
lin is an effective base for intelligence and information operations 
directed against the Soviet Bloc. And third, West Berlin offers a 
convenient escape route for thousands of East German refugees 
each month. 



b. Enemy Elements 

(l) For these reasons, the Soviet Union will 
continue its efforts to change the status of Berlin and to force Al- 
lied recognition of East Germany as a soverign nation. However, 
it is not likely that she will risk the all- our war that would follow 
the use of armed forces against the Allied garrison. It is more 
probabla that the communists will resort to infiltration, subver- 
sion, propaganda, harassment, or possibly large-scale civil

disturbances in order to force the Allies out of Berlin. In this 
campaign the West Berlin population of 2.2 miUloin has become 
both a prise of the struggle and an instrument of that struggle. To 
achieve their purpose the Soviets must undermine the desire of the 
West Berliners to remain free and to resist communism, and must 
undermine the Allies* determination to uphold the positions in 
Berlin. 



(2) The immediate objectives of the Soviets 
with respect to Berlin are: 

(a) To challenge, threaten, weahen, and, 
eventuaUy, usurp the Allies* rights in West Berlin, 

(b) To neutralize Allied Intelligence and 
information activities in West Berlin, 

(c) To distort the activities of, and dis- 
credit, the Allied occupation of West Berlin and the forces that 
support it. 



(d) To control and eventually eliminate 
the refugee flow from East Germany to West Berlin, 

(e) To challenge and weaken the ties be- 
tween West Berlin and the Federal Republic of Germany. 

(3) Over the past year, overt communist ac- 
tivities in support of these objectives have included violent and 
continuous anti-Western propaganda; harassment of Allied land and 
air access to West Berlin; harassment of West German land and 
water access to West Berlin; harassment of Allied and West Ger- 
man access between East and West Berlin; and threats of a sepa- 
rate Soviet /East German peace treaty, with a consequent abroga- 
tion of Soviet responsibilities for Allied access to Berlin and with- 
in Berlin. 



c. Friendly Elements 

U) None of the Soviet or East German maneu- 
vers to date have been able to seriously shake the West Berlin 
population, and Western policy stands have been noted with satis- 
faction, West Berliners place a high value on free business enter- 
prise, freedom of religion, an elective government which is some- 
what paternal, close ties with the Federal Republic, and the sanc- 
tity of the home, marriage, and German mores. For these rea- 
scms there continues to be sincere discussions of Western capabil- 
ities and determination to defeat communist maneuvers, and of 
reunification, disarmament, and other basic problems related to 
the Berlin situation. 
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(2) The current period of uncertainty has not 
noticeably interrupted the striking economic progress in the city, 
Reconstructiosi projects continue unabatedi and business develop- 
ments in the Western sectors continue to reinforce the marked 
superiority of Western social and eccmomic systems over those of 
the Soviet xone. East Germans and East Berliners continue to 
visit West Berlin e^ibitions in spite of attempted controls, and 
East Zone attendance at the Amerika Haus has actually increased. 

(3) The morale of the West Berlin population 
remains remarkably good In the face of Khruschev*s ''free city* 
drive, and in spite of lack of progress toward reunification. This 
attitude was underscored by the 1958 elections which produced an 
oven^elming victory for the SPD and CDU and virtually eliminat- 
ed right and left extremists from the political scene, as well as by 
the magnificent volunteer turnout of 750, 000 on May Day, i960. 
The U.S, stand in defense of West Berlin and political support 
from West Germany have helped neutralise the impact of Soviet 
demands, and solid majorities expect the U ,S, to stand firm in 
support of its rights. If the situation should resolve itself to a 
choice between accepting GDR control of access to West Berlin or 
risking a war, it is estimated that two-thirds of the West Berlin- 
ers would wish to take the risk, 

(4) USIS Berlin conducts its activities In con- 
formity with the USIS/Germany Country Plan prepared in Bonn and 
approved by the U,5« Ambassador md the Chief of Mission, Ber- 
lin. USIS agencies in Berlin for the accomplishment of the over- 
all tasks include the Amerika Haus, Radio in the American Sector 
(RIA), the information Unit, the Chiltural Affairs Unit, and the 
Film Sub-unit, U«S. policy lUrectiYes retpilre concentration on 
Weston European unity and collective security as of immediate 
and greatest Importance. They further require that continuing and 
Imkg range activities emphaslae the conunon heritage, institiitlims, 
and traditions which link Europe and the United States, These di- 
rectives also call for continued and heavy stress to promote inter- 
est in, and understanding of, the obligatiens and responsibilities of 
the individual in a democratic society. Finally, the guidance cau- 
tiena against overplaying reunification, since this might be 
contor- productive • 

(5) The British and French forces in Berlin, 
and their associated official communities, conduct activities ac- 
cording to their own national directives which assist in supporting 
the U.S, Commander, Berlin, in resisting communist encroach- 
ments, and in maintaining the morale, political stability, and eco- 
nomic growth of West Berlin, 

2. (S) MISSION, To conduct intelligence, operatianal, plan- 
ning, logistic, and informational activities in Berlin during the 
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period 1 July 1961 - 30 Jima L962p in support of the foUowing spe- 
cific objectives: 



a. Maintain a U.5« power position which will per-

Our resources must bs employed, and our ac- 
tivities must be conducted, in such a manner as to maintain this 
condition and prevent the situation from degenerating into a limit- 
ed or general war through misunderstanding of our intentions or 
miscsicukkion of our strength. Every activity of United States or- 
ganisations and individuals in Berlin contributes in some degree te 
the achievement of our objectives within this concept. 

b. Course of Action 



(1) Cooperate and consult with the British and 
French, and with the Federal Republic and Berlin Governments, to 
establish the best possible posture to react promptly and in the 
most appropriate maxmer to harassment! of Berlin or of access to 
Berlin from the West. 

(2) Continue tripartite study ef possible con- 
tingency planning to meet situation s in which the Soviets refuse to 
cooperate in the Berlin Air Safety Center or in which an attempt is 
made to introduce East German aircraft into the Berlin air corxi- 
dora. 
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(3) Ib dlicuifticBii with the Soviets regarding 
documentation and procedures for the transport of Allied personnel 
and goods between Berlin and the West, continue to maintain the 
principle that the Allied authorities, and not the Soviets, must de- 
termine what persons and goods shall be transported in fulfil lm ent 
of our respmisibllities in connection with the occupation of Berlin. 

(4) Cantinue to insist on the unity of Berlin and 
to protest or take other appropriate action against Communist at- 
tempts to prevent free circulation within the city. 

(5) Maintain U.S, troops in Berlin in a state of 
combat readiness, equipped with demonstrably effective weapons 
as an indication of U.S, determination to resist aggression against 
Berlin. 



(6) Avoid measures aiffecting troops, depend- 
ents, and the American community which might be interpreted by 
the local population as an indication of a weakening of the United 
States position In Berlin. 

(7) Continue to reserve the right of Allied air- 
craft to fly above 10, 000 feet in the Berlin air corridors and to 
plan accordingly. 

(8) Cantinue planning to assure the moat effec- 
tive coordination of the activities of the Allied military forces and 
the Berlin police in dealing with serious unrest or an armed incur- 
sion into the Western sectors. 

(9) Impress upon all Americans in Berlin the 
unique character of their mission; urge them to cultivate friendly 
relations with the local population and to participate in local activ- 
ities, charities, and cultural and sports events. 

c. Essential Elements of Information 

(1) Does the Soviet Union intend to turn over to 
the East German government its Four Power responsibilities and/ 
or fimctlons in Berlin and/or the Soviet Zone of Germany? 

(2) What are the Soviet and/or East German 
capabilities, plans and/or intentions to isolate West Berlin or in- 
terfere with access routes between West Berlin and West Germany? 

(3) What are the Soviet and/or East German 
capabilities, plans and/or intentions to conduct military action 
against West Berlin?

1. (C) MILITARY GEOGRAPHY ; 

a. STEIN3TUBCKEN (UU727063) is located 0.7 miles outside the 
southwest comer of the American Sector of Berlin (UU730062). Approx- 
imately 2500 square meters in area, this US exclave is an integral 
part and under the administrative Jurisdiction of Zchlendorf j West 
Berlin. 



b, STEINSTOECKEN is located within the Soviet Zone of East 
Germany. The exclave has West German Police stationed within 
the area and the only representative of authority is Friedrich Hclchow, 
Aratslelter (Burgess) from District, Zehlendorf, who resides at 10 
Bernhard-Byer Strasse. The Amtsleiteri has direct telephone communi- 
cation with West Berlin (Tp: 80-5466). 

(1) Means of access to Steinstuecken: 

(a) A single-lane, hard-surface dirt road, 15 feet 
wide, from Kohlhasenbruocke (UU73SC70) to the exclave, a distance of 
0.7 miles through the Soviet Zone of East Gerroany, This road may 

be considered all-weather and could accommodate tanks and trucks. 

(b) A single-track railroad line carries an average 
of foiir (4) express and four (4) freight trains every 24 hours , to 
and from Berlin. There are no S-Bahn or railroads stations within the 
exclave . 



(c) Helicopters can land in two areas. One is a 
sports field located at UU727063, and the other Is a clearing at 
UU72906I. Both fields can accommodate H-19 helicopters, but they have 
to traverse 600 yards over the Soviet Zone, East Germany. 

(2) All the approaches from the Soviet Zone to Steinstuecken 
are open and can be considered as high speed approaches. 

c. Topography: The terrain of Steinstuecken may be considered 

flat to gently rolling, wooded and built*-up. The area surrouiidlng 

the exclave Is flat to gently rolling, heavily wooded, and thickly 
pooulated, with the exception of an open field to the East of the 
access iXMir' at the Junction of the access road and Teltower running 
north for 200 meters. 

d. Natural resources: Steinstuecken has no natural resources, 

with the exception of some truck farming. Economically, the population 
of 170 residents is entirely dependent on West Berlin. There is only 
one (1) food store in the exclave, and it receives its supplies 
(including bread and milk) from West Berlin, Most of the residents 

do their shopping in West Berlin. 

(1) Residents of Steinstuecken have free access to and 
from West Berlin, 

(2) Herr Re 1 chow has to make special arrangements 24 
hours in advance to receive permission for workmen and delivery personnel 
from West Berlin to gain access. 
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(3) Fire service, ambulance service, postman, and a 
doctor can pass without difficulty. 

2. (C) POLITICAL AND ECONOMICAL ; 

a. A major incident involving Steinstuecken occurred 7 Avig 
1958, when oersonnel of the 15th Border Security Police Compaxy^ illegally 
entered the exclave and, over the protests of the residents, searched 

and removed from the area an alleged defector from East Germany. 

b. During i 960 the East German Government periodically 
maintained that Steinstuecken was not an integral part of West Berlin, 
but is part of Kreis, Potsdam, East Germany. Tills point of view is 
not held as being valid by the US. 

c. On 21 September 196I, General Lucius D. Clay, accompanied 
by an interpreter, took off by helicopter from Andrews Barracks and 
proceeded to Steinstuecken. Since that date US Forces have maintained 
a 3-a»an patrol In* Steinstuecken, arid when* necessary has evacuated by 
helicopter refugees finding their; way -into Stclnstueckenl ; i - 



3 . (C) CtaBTRUCTION OF BARRIERS AROUND STEINSTUECKEN (Appendix 1} ! 

a. The barbed wire barrier between the intersection of Rote- 
Kreuz Str and Teltower Str and the intersection of Stein Str and 
Privatweg consists of a double 8' barbed wire fence, with a 3i' barbed 
wire barrier and one roll of concertina wire between the two fences. 

The portion of the barrier between Teltower Str and Stein Str, on 
P.ote-Kreuz Str, was constructed between the hours of 1330 and 2130 on 
30 Sep. From the intersection of Stein Str and Rote-Kreuz Str and 
Privatweg, construction started at 1330 hrs, 30 Sep, and finished at 
1600 hrs, 1 Oct. There is one gap in this barrier where the railroad 
tracks enter Steinstuecken. 

b. Around the remaining perimeter of Steinstuecken from the 
intersection of Stelnstr and Privatweg to the intersection of Rote- 
Kreuz Str and Teltower Str, there is a double 8' barbed wire fence with 
one roll of concertina wire between the two fences. Construction of 

this barrier from the intersection of Stein Str and Privatweg, and covering 
the southeast portion of Steinstuecken, began prior to 1200 hrs on 
30 Sep. There is no report as to when it was finished. The barrier 
along the entire northeast portion of the border began being constructed 
at 0300 hrs, 1 Oct, and there is no report as to when it was completed. 
There are two gaps in this portion, at the intersection of Bernhard -Byer 
Str and at the railroad crossing. There is no report as to when the 
remaining portion from the north side of the railroad tracks to the inter- 
section of Rote-Kreux Str and Teltower Str, was constinicted, but all 
construction was completed by h October. 

e. In addition, a 50’ wide clearing is imder way along the 
northeast boundary of Steinstuecken where it Is heavily wooded. As 
of 1100 hrs, 4 October, this clearing project was completed.
